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Race a factor 
in high-speed 
internet use, 
report finds

Despite widespread increases in use of 
broadband Internet, the Web today still 
doesn’t accurately represent the racial de- 
mographics of America. 

That’s the take-away from a report 
on U.S. broadband adoption, published 
Monday by the Department of Com- 
merce. 

‘An African-American household at 
the same income level and with the same 
education level as a white household 
is still less likely to have broadband ac- 
cess and use the Internet,” said Rebecca 
Blank, one of the report’s authors and the 
undersecretary for economic affairs at the 
Department of Commerce. 

The report analyzed U.S. Census Bu- 
reau data from 2001 and 2009 to make its 
conclusions. 

The October 2009 survey polled 
54,000 households, making it one of 
the most authoritative looks at Internet 
adoption and the “digital divide” between 
people who have access to high-speed In- 
ternet and those who don’t. 

Among the key findings: 

» Internet use is more prevalent in white 
and Asian-American households than 
with people from other racial groups. 
Sixty-eight percent of white homes have 
high-speed Internet; meanwhile, 48 per- 
cent of Hispanic homes and 49 percent 
of African-American homes have that 
access. 

» Asian-American homes have the high- 
est rate of broadband adoption in the 
U.S., with 77 percent of those homes say- 
ing they have high-speed Internet. 

» People with more education and more 
money are more likely to have high-speed 
Internet access at home, but those char- 
acteristics don’t fully account for the ra- 
cial divide of Internet users. 

» When income and education are taken 
out of the equation, white people still 
are more likely than black people to have 
high-speed Internet at home, by a factor 
of 10 percentage points. The gap between 
white and Hispanic homes is higher still 
—at 14 percentage points. 

» People in urban areas and younger peo- 
ple also are more likely to have Internet 
access than people who live in rural areas 
or who are older. 


Air quality under attack 

Senator calls for probe into diesel pollution in and around Metra trains

Prompted by a Tribune investigation, U.S. 
Sen. Dick Durbin on Monday called for 
a federal probe of toxic diesel pollution 
trapped in Chicago’s two major rail stations 
and inside the cars that carry commuters. 

Speaking at a news conference at the 
Ogilvie Transportation Center, the Illinois 
Democrat urged the Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency, the Occupational Health 
and Safety Administration and two federal 
transportation agencies to assess the health 
risks that workers and commuters face 
from breathing high levels of diesel exhaust 
in and around Metra trains. 

“I feel it is important for the EPA to im- 
mediately review their past findings regard- 
ing the air quality in and around passenger 
trains and analyze the Tribune’s new find- 
ings,” Durbin, the assistant Senate majority 
leader, wrote in a letter to EPA Administra- 
tor Lisa Jackson. 

Durbin also called for increased funding 
to upgrade aging equipment used by mass 
transit systems in Chicago and other cities. 
‘Across the country, underinvestment in 
our passenger rail systems have meant more

public transportation systems are running 
older and less efficient equipment,” the 
senator wrote. 

Testing by the newspaper found the 
amount of diesel soot lingering in the air 
steadily increases as commuters walk deep- 
er into Union Station or the Ogilvie center. 
Levels of the lung- and heart-damaging pol- 
lution are higher on platforms, where acrid 
clouds of diesel exhaust hover between Me- 
tra trains, many of them built in the 1970s. 

It gets dramatically worse, not better, 
after boarding a train. As the doors close 
and the locomotive pulls out of the station. 
Tribune testing found, the air trapped in- 
side the stainless-steel cars contains levels 


of diesel soot up to 72 times higher than on 
the streets outside. 

Pollution levels remain high during most 
of the trips away from the city, the Tribune 
found. Exposure drops sharply only after 
getting off the train. 

Air quality on Chicago’s commuter lines 
also isn’t expected to improve significantly 
anytime soon. Rather than replacing its old- 
est locomotives with newer, cleaner mod- 
els, Metra is refurbishing a third of its aging 
fleet to keep them chugging for at least an- 
other two decades. 

Lack of ventilation at Union Station and 
the Ogilvie station also remains a problem, 
keeping soot and toxic gases concentrated 
inside stations used by more than 245,000 
people every weekday 

The Tribune investigation sheds new 
light on the amount of pollution many peo- 
ple breathe as part of their daily routine. 
The EPA considers diesel exhaust one of 
the most dangerous types of air pollution. 
Studies have linked exposure to a variety 
of health problems, including cancer, heart 
attacks, respiratory diseases, diabetes and 
brain damage.

3 easy fixes for 
CTA problems 

News flash: The CTA needs money 

Funding is the No. i challenge the 
agency faces, CTA president Rich Ro- 
driguez told political leaders and transit 
planners Monday at the fourth annual 
William O. Lipinski Symposium on 
Transportation Policy at Northwestern. 

Crumbling infrastructure on the 
northern section of the Red Line needs 
repair, Rodriguez said, and the Red Line 
should extend to 130th Street on the South Side. 

And don’t forget the public’s desire for train tracker displays and its 
aversion to slow zones. 

The CTA isn’t alone. At the symposium, leaders of Pace, Metra and 
the Illinois Tollway also expressed the need for funds to maintain and 
enhance their systems. 

Overlooked during that hourlong discussion were the simple im- 
provements agencies could make that would translate into smoother 
rides and happier customers. Although money is what makes mass 
transit go round, there are some changes the CTA shotxld look into 
that wouldn’t break the bank. 

» Service with a smiie: Poor customer service is one of the top com- 
plaints Going Public receives. It’s not easy for CTA workers to have 
to deal with disrespectful and impatient riders, but bus drivers and 
rail workers still should try to be courteous. An incentive program 
may help motivate workers disenfranchised by the frequent threat of 
layoffs and management strife with unions. 

» Ciean machine: Certain parts of the CTA already look like they’re in 
complete disrepair; they don’t need to look trashy too. GP has taken 
many buses and trains and rarely comes across a pristine bus or rail 
car. T^ical garbage sightings include sunflower seeds, chip bags and 
newspapers. Riders should not be eating or drinking on the CTA, and 
workers should not have to be maids. Still, it’s the agency’s responsibil- 
ity to enforce these rules. Since some riders clearly don’t have respect 
for their surroundings, the agency should consider putting small trash 
bags on buses and trains so riders have a place to put their garbage. 

» Time for evaluations: The CTA says it is constantly evaluating 
service, but there seems to be room for improvement. Bus bunching 
is still a regular occurrence, especially for those who travel on arterial 
roads, such as the No. 80 Irving Park bus. In January, before the CTA 
cut 18 percent of its bus service, bus bunching was at 1.6 percent. That 
number jumped to 2.4 percent in August, just shy of the CTA’s goal 
of 3 percent. Percentages are found by using a formula that takes into 
account bus arrivals at a stop separated by 60 seconds or less.

as a set of noise-canceling headphones or an 
iPod full of tunes. 

“The device that you’re carrying around 
in your pocket right now is more powerful 
than the ones we used to send people to the 
moon,” said Don Kellogg, senior manager for 
research and insights at the Nielsen Compa- 
ny And whether you’re a jet-setter or a home- 
body who only leaves town for your annual 
summer vacation, apps and devices are be- 
coming essential. “For travel purposes, [smart 
phones are] a very useful tool.” 

A report the Nielsen Company released in 
August showed one-fourth of mobile phone 
owners have smart phones. By the end of 
2011, Nielsen predicts more people in the U.S. 
will own smart phones than so-called “feature 
phones,” which have less computing abil- 


ity And though smart phones clearly are hot, 
they’re not the only techie devices being used 
for travel. IPads, Kindles, old-fashion laptop 
computers: Travelers are using all of them to 
keep sane while they’re on the go. 

“I use my BlackBerry excessively” said 
Beth Joseph, 44, of Washington, D.C., who 
travels a couple of times a week, as she waited 
at O’Hare on a recent morning. She said hav- 
ing the ability to work on the go and change 
plans at the last minute can be invaluable. “I 
try not to book late, certainly, but it does give 
me that added flexibility that you used to have 
to take the time to get in touch with an agent 
or stand in long lines. It certainly allows you to 
be more productive.” 

Brad Coy 34, of Independence, Ky, uses 
mapping applications to find his way around. 


The shipping industry professional travels 
about 24 times a year, he said, and is often in 
unfamiHar locations. 

“I just get on it and check a map, like if I’m 
driving or something,” Coy said. “I kind of fig- 
ure if I drive somewhere and if I get lost, I can 
go to get my phone and I can find out where I 
am, no matter what.” 

The digital tools come in a range of prices, 
with the apps Hsted below up to $9.99 (the ma- 
jority are free). 

One of the hotter trends in smart-phone 
travel applications is “augmented reality”— in 
which the app projects its data over a real-time 
image coming through your phone— and geo- 
location in social networking— which gives 
people a way to find out if their friends will be 
nearby when they’re traveling (or are running 


around town at home). 

The increasing popularity of smart phones 
means traveling can be more last-minute and 
(sometimes) less stressful. The technology can 
also make a “more interesting and more deep 
personalization of the [travel] experience,” 
said Wll Aldrich, vice president of product 
for Trip It in San Francisco. 

The ultimate aim, he said, is to put control 
back in the hands of the traveler. There are so 
many ways to lose control, from a flight being 
canceled to the price of a hotel room falling 
$100 after the reservation is booked. Many of 
the applications look to reverse that flow of 
power and put you back in charge. 

Said Aldrich: “We’re kind of fighting for a 
smooth ride for people.”

Bomb and arson squad called to Addison stop; Kennedy also closed

Chicago Police responded to a suspi- 
cious package at a Northwest Side Blue 
Line stop Monday evening, shutting 
down “E’ service for several stops and 
blocking part of the Kennedy Express- 
way officials said. 

The police department’s Bomb and 
Arson Section investigators were called 
around 6 p.m. to the Addison Street 
stop of the Blue Line because of a suspi- 
cious package. A photo of the package 
showed it appeared to be a small black 
briefcase. Trains were restarting about 
8:30 p.m. but they were slated to bypass 


the Addison Station until the police in- 
vestigation was complete, CTA spokes- 
woman Wanda Taylor said. 

Traffic on the Kennedy and the in- 
bound Edens Expressway was reduced 
to a crawl as police ordered a stretch of 
the Kennedy closed. 

By 8 p.m., lanes of the Kennedy were 
reopening, but ramps at Addison Street 
still were closed. State Police said. 

Eor more than an hour, no traffic was 
allowed south of Irving Park Road on 
the inbound side of the expressway and 
north of Belmont on the outbound side 
of the Kennedy according to police and 


the Office of Emergency Management 
and Communications. 

CTA Service was disrupted between 
the Jefferson Park and Belmont Avenue 
stations on the O’Hare branch of the 
line for more than two hours. A shuttle 
bus was being run between the two sta- 
tions, and passengers also were able to 
use the No. 56/Milwaukee bus as an al- 
ternate, according to the CTA website. 

A passenger at the Grand Avenue 
stop on the line said at about 7:15 p.m. 
that passengers on her train were told 
to exit because of the situation at Ad- 
dison.

VANCOUVER, British Coiumbia A man wlio 
disguised liimself as an elderly passenger 
on an Air Canada flight is an “ordinary citizen” 
of the People’s Republic of China who prob- 
ably used a smuggling ring to obtain false docu- 
ments and arrange the plan, his lawyer said 
Monday 

“There is a worldwide networlc of people 
who make their living smuggling people to 
other countries and that appears what oc- 
curred here,” Lee Rankin, a Vancouver, British 
Columbia, immigration attorney told CNN. 


The man, an Asian in his early 20s, boarded 
the Air Canada flight from Hong Kong on 
Oct. 29 wearing an elaborate head mask of an 
elderly man, according to a confidential alert 
that had been issued by the Canadian Border 
Services Agency He took off the disguise in 
a restroom during the flight and was met by 
Canadian authorities after the plane landed in 
Vancouver. 

The man, who requested refugee protec- 
tion, was being held in a Vancouver jail pending 
an immigration hearing Monday Rankin said. 


He said the man, whose name has not been 
disclosed, is from a rural area in Fujian, which is 
in southeast China. Rankin, who was appoint- 
ed by the court to represent him, said he spoke 
with him in jail last week. 

“This is the scenario of a person who doesn’t 
speak a word of English,” Rankin said. “Typi- 
cally they are held in jails with criminal popula- 
tions. They don’t have access to a phone, they 
are extremely isolated. I’m relatively certain 
that he has no idea there has been this mael- 
strom around him.”

Bears receiver Earl Bennett was not in- 
jured after being involved in an early- 
morning accident Monday that he said 
totaled his car, multiple sources con- 
firmed. 

According to Bennett’s Twitter ac- 
count (@earlbennett80), Bennett said 
he was OK but added that his car, a 1973 
Chevy Impala, wasn’t as fortunate.
